Starting off with a sumptuous

300 students and guests in the base¬ 
ment, the evening proved to be one 
of real enjoyment and thorough 
good-fellowship; the social event 
of the season, according to the stu¬ 
dents, corresponding to & “coming 
° U ^ art /’ ^ or graduating class. 

The Grade 9 pupils served the 
banquet, which was arranged by 
the Home and School Association 
under the directions of Mesdames 
E. Armey, W. Hill and F. J. Men- - 
singer. For the first time the Grade 
■ 9 students were included in the 
membership of the Students’ Union 
this year. The food was splendidly 
prepared and in greater quantity 
even than was necessary for the 
ravenous appetites that did full 
justice to the repast Rev. E. G. 
Hansell gave the Invocation. 

Miss Maureen Wolfe proposed 
the toast to “The King”' in the 
following words:

The great principles of 
Justice, Equity, and Liberty will 
ever remain so long as the Crown 
remains their symbol.” 

This was followed by the singing 
of the national anthem. 

Miss Marjorie Love proposed a 
toast to “Victory” as follows: 

“In the last few months a great 
event in history has taken place. 

I sometimes feel sorry for the' 
students to whom the task falls of 
memorizing and remembering ev¬ 
ents, dates and places involved in 
this world conflict, now nearing its 
conclusion. 

“Many service men have made 
.the supreme sacrifice for what they 
be Moved in. President Roosevelt 
died, due to overwork and tireless 
effort put forth to achieve the goal 
of complete victory, now in sight. 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
has skillfully and faithfully led his 
people toward this same goal of 
victory. During wartime he has not 
failed us and we know he will be 
an outstanding • personage in the 
battle for lasting peace. 

“However, we must remember 
that victory is not oomiplete. An¬ 
other day is yet to come when the 
world will certainly rejoice—the 
day when the world is freed from 
the menace of the Japanese. We 
are very thankful to those men who 
have directed and achieved this 
victory so far. I would like to pro¬ 
pose a toast to V-E day which has 
been and to V-J day which is yet 
to come.” 

Petty Officer Orville Roe, of the 
R.C.N.. and a former student, re¬ 
plied: 

“It is a great honor to be able 
to reply to this toast, ‘To Victory’, 
which is the uppermost thought in 
the world today.

be n in t'mber lands. Possibly a fine stand of 
some immediately desirable timber has been spot¬ 
ted. To reach that often remote stretch, there will 
be ruthless slashing of much good potential timber 
of other nature. <Stumps and debris lie waste, cre¬ 
ating great fire hazards. Fire sweeps over the area, 
destroying timber lands and farm lands, depleting 
water resources. 

Our progress has carried with it too much -of 
waste, due partly to greed and partly to failure to 
see our resources as a whole, each capable of sup¬ 
plementing the other. We have destroyed the prop- 
Editor er balance of nature, with resulting desert and soil 
drifting, water erosion, wild life depletion, timber 
destruction. Minerals cannot be restored to the sub¬ 
terranean depths, but they can ba. conserved and ra¬ 
tioned to extend over an indefinite period of years. 
The living resources can be renewed under proper 
use, so that each will fill its purpose in supplying 
man’s needs of today, and at the same time build up 
for the future. 

, Every living thing depends on every other living 
thing. The soil that grows grain and fodder can also 
grow fruit and trees. Wild animals, fish, birds, all 
have their place in the economy of nature. Man has 
misused Canada’s resources, through rapacity and 
ignorance of an over-all scheme. If the new co-or¬ 
dinator of Canadian Resources can chart for us some 
interlocking plan for development of all our un¬ 
bounded natural riches, it would be a great step, not 
only for the present but mainly for the future. 

The author of that well known book “Canadian 
Restoration” in his plan for complete reconstruction, 
-calls attention to the fact that less than 6% of 
Canada’s land area is actually improved farm land, 
and that Canada is in reality 86% wild land country. 
In order that Canada’s economy foe soundly based 
there must be a recognition of all the wild land pos¬ 
sibilities. These include forests, minerals, grazing 
animal wild life and furs, fish, sport, scenery, tour¬ 
ists. There must be full use of all resources, and the 
development of one of them should not mean the sac¬ 
rifice of any other. All our people can live and live 
well on a scheme of husbandry of all resources, lead; 
ing to higher birthrate, more immigration, closer 
settlements and more enduring settlement. “

TN the federal department of Reconstruction, A. A. 

MacKay, president of the Canadian Institute of 
Mining, has been appointed as co-ordinator of Can¬ 
adian Resources. His is a tremendous undertaking 
and a tremendous opportunity. To co-ordinate and 
dovetail Canada’s diversity of resources without 
waste and exploitation would foe wonderful accom¬ 
plishment in conservation, and at the. same time 
would develop new avenues of employment, and. 
would build up instead of destroying. 

It is indisputable that this country has been built' 
up largely on booms, and in those booms, secondary 
or augmenting resources have been pillaged or wast¬ 
ed. There have been booms in wheat, mining, tim¬ 
ber and so on. Drawn, for instance by a mining 
boom, there will be a great influx of population to 
one spot. With only the one purpose of mining of 
interest at the moment, the lumber of the district 
will be wasted unjustifiably, the land which might 
be agriculturally productive destroyed, the waters 
may be polluted—all these other resources which 
might have augmented the mining industry may 
have been sacrificed in their values for years to 
come. Then the boom collapses, and the population 
disappears. But in the meantime public services 
have been built up, to be a big burden on the few 
remaining people. Another example of waste has

Within four years Canada 
doubled in peace time products to 
war materials and establishing 
new facto ies. Industrial war ef¬ 
fort has won the country fourth 
jlace amongst United Nations in 
war materials.

But 
when this country was called to 
play its part in the convoy system 
ships we.e obtained from Britain 
and United States; home shipyards 
accelerated, and line s of the mer¬ 
chant marine were conve.ted into 
escort vessels. 

1500 Canadian merchant 
s amen wl ile doing a tremendous 
job. Half of them went down in 
Canad at s! ips, and others were 
lost w. i'e serving under other Un¬ 
ite I Nations flags. 

Canr-d'an seamen moved hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of tons of vital 
materials to almost every port in 
the world. They played a part in 
evacuation of Dunkirk, Greece, and 
Crete plied a 'course to northern 
Murmansk, took cargoes to the 
Aleutians. Pearl Harbor and Aus¬ 
tralia, ana shared in establishment 
o* beach heads in North Africa, 
Sicily and Italy. 

But mainly they manned the At¬ 
lantic life-line to Br tain, and most 
Canadian naval casualties were 
suffered in the North Atlantic. At 
times the inland lake vessels 
pressed into ocean trade took a ter¬ 
rific beatifig from storms, torped¬ 
oes and bombs, but they filled a vi¬ 
tal place at a vital time.

Prime Minister Kiiyr announced 
a* Fdmonton that the plan of Can- 
rda’s n»rt ! ripation in the J-naneae 
v-ar lad been sett’ed at the Quebec 
conference in Sent . 194'!. hv mn- 
t"a' arrangement with Britain and 
United States. 

Approximately 30 000 Canadian 
se’die*s will bp nut into the Jap¬ 
anese confl'ct. This will include an 
infantry div : sion supported bv the 
appropriate armored f^nd auxiliary 
troops to operate with the U.S. 
army. 

The Canadian naval forces par¬ 
ticipating will be about 13.500 men 
of-all ranks serving on Canadian 
ships.

Village folk paraded 
ir. every town. There were fire¬ 
works. wine and song, and there 
were lights evervwhere.

There we-e festivities 
in ev<-rv m«sa from tho W«ser to 
the Rhine, and from the RHne to 
the Elhe, and from the Baltic to 
Prnssels. There were nrayers in 
stables, in tots, in fields. Some 
sang, and some sat still an<f re¬ 


membered.

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Milo Balloon 
Is It Japanese? 

Fmrore Over BeUeon Fragments 
Found by C. Hellevsng. Pol.ee 
Aak Co-operation. Tragic 
Death or Carman Watt 
Qv'te a furore was created in the 
district tliii week. The day after 
the announcement over the radio 
that the public should be on the 
watch for remnants of Japanese 
balloons that had been seen in 
British Columbia and on the prai¬ 
ries, Clifford Hellevang brought in 
some paits of a balloon that he 
had found some 13 miles distant 
from the first but whether it is 
part of the same balloon can only 
be conjectured. It seems hardly 
likely. Apparently these balloons 
are launched from Japan and fol¬ 
low the trade winds taking about 
two and a half months to reach 
this continent. At; about 2ft,0(>0 
feet the mechanism which appears 
to be operated by atmospheric 
pressure, relerses its load of in¬ 
cendiary bombs or explosives and 
the balloon itself is carried many 
miles further until torn by some 
obstruction. So far there has been 
no trace of a bomb or its results 
found in this neighborhood but the 
police seek the co-operation of the 
public by ask ng that should any 
bombs be found, the finder should 
immediately contact them and that 
demolition squads would be sent 
who have experience in handling 
them. There have been authentic 
cases reported from the U.S.A. of 
people who have suffered death or 
injury through unwise handling of 
them. 

A fatel acc dent befell Carman 
Watt, the local postmaster that 
has shocked and stunned the dis¬ 
trict. He was engaged in driving 
a tractor and becoming thirsty, 
took a drink of what he presumed 


to be water but discovered to be 
formaldehyde. He was given first 
aid treatment pending the arrival 
of Dr. Carson of Vulcan and later 
taken to the Vu’can hospital. He 
lingered for three days and passed 
away at the hospital. He had been 
postmrster here for seventeen 
years and had formed a host of 
friends. A son William and his 
wife survive him as do his rela¬ 
tives in Birtle, Man toba, and a 
brother Frank of High River.

principles of Chemistry, Physics, 
Social Studies and other subjects, 
firmly into the minds of the pu¬ 
pils. This is hard to do. However, it 
isn’t quite impossible. 

“Few, before leaving school, re¬ 
alize the service their teachers have 
rendered them.

Growers Association, and a director of 
the Community Auction Sales, a co-opera¬ 
tive cattle selling agency in Southern 
Alberta. He is also a member of the Al¬ 
berta Wheat Pool and of the United Far¬ 
mers of Alberta. 

A lover of the out-of-doors, he hunts 
and fishes. Deer and mounta^ sheep are 
among his trophies at his log cabin ranch 
house.
